Accordingly, claims 41-63 and 87-96 have been cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-8,11,13-31, 64-76, 83-86, and 79-82 (to be renumbered 1 -49) are allowable 
over the prior art of record. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of record 
fails to teach or render obvious an integrated circuit structure and a method of packaging a 
semiconductor device having all exclusive limitations as recited in claims 1, 64, and 70, 
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including an integrated circuit chip or a die, a chip carrier or a die carrier, a first magnetic field 
shielding material in contact with a surface of the integrated circuit chip or the die, wherein the 
integrated chip or the die includes a magnetic random access memory device and the magnetic 
random access memory device is located between the first magnetic field shielding material and 
a second magnetic field shielding material, and wherein either: 

the second magnetic field shielding material is in contact with the chip carrier or the die 

carrier, 

or: 

the second magnetic field shielding material is in contact with a printed circuit board, 
which printed circuit board is electrically connected to the die carrier.
